Ordinary blotting paper is one of the new weapons being used lageinst 


cancer, 


Dr Paul V. Harper of the University of Chicago said the blotting paper, en- 


cased in plastic envelopes, has 


deep inside the body, 


The new method was 
described in a report to the 
Congress of the American 
College of Surgeons. 

Dr Harper said the encased 
blotting paper is first inserted 
in an arta where I[t is Impos- 
sible to use surgery, to remove ao 
tumour, 

The paptr 1s then = saturated 
a radidactive solution 
through a tube inserted fnto the 
patient’s body. The blotter soaks 
up the solut:on, distributes 
evenly over the cancer site, and 
directs intense radioactive bom- 
bardment on ihe malignant areca,

The tourists have an impresstye record against top class opposition and there 
in every Indication that they will give our various representative eldes a hard fight 


for the honours. 


Many of the spectatorgy who 
attend = the opening game wlll 
be having their first real look 
at the new Governmeny, aporto- 
drome, Like most people who 
have visited jt soe far, they 
witl doubtless Le impressed by 
the grandeur of all they sce. 

It is a huge stadium, It bas 
tramendvus development posst- 
Vilities and the lusclous green 
Rrass provides the sort of sur- 
face on which footballers 
should be able to produce their 
best form, although 1 predict 
that many of our players will 
be very ured and leg weary 
after 90 minutes of hard 
endeavour on ihe thick velvety 
surface

administration will be forgotten 
with the passing of tine, but it 
would be wrong, unbelpful, and 
inomuany ways facetious to pre-

DEFICIENCIES 


Several important deficlenedies 
have been spolled and come 
mented upon by Vining sports 
Celebrities, and other shrewd 
points have been raised by 
folks by our midst why are well

No doubt these several issues 
have already been noted by the 
appropriate Government officials 
and one would imagine that 
they will be dealt) with at an 
curly date. To adopt any other 
uttitude woukl be contrary to 
the progressive policy that has 
produced the stadium and would 
of course inevitably give rise to 
niggling criticism = that = might 
Impuir the overall usefulness of 
this fine new Colony amenity.

They point out that It is well

game lacks equal popular appeal.

While on the subject of
